WASHED AT SEA. 


Two Vessels Have a Frightfal Collision Off 
New York. 


New Yorx, December 7.—The North Ger- 
man Lioyd steamer Saale, which arrived at 
her dock in Hoboken this morning, had the 
stormiest passage she ever experienced. 

Monday last a strong westerly gale turned 
into a hurricane. Every wave washed the 
deck fore and aft. A towering mountain of 
water swept over the bridge, and deluged the 
officer in command. 

ANOTHER IMMENSE WAVE. 

This was followed by another of equal size, 
and shortly afterwards by a third. The coin- 
mand was given to heave to and await the 
subsiding of the storm. The steam was shut 
off and then there occurred suddenly a down 
draft through the furnaces which forced vast 
volumes of smoke into the stokers’ compart- 
ment, 

This puffed up the air funnels, and rushed 
into the saloon and dining rooms. Some ex- 
citable person yellea ‘‘tire,’’ and for a while a 
panic prevailed. Only the prompt assurances 
of the officers that there was no danger, pre- 
vented serious consequences. 

It was eight hours before the ship could re- 
sume her course. Tuesday it was also a 
stormy day,and Wednesday the bridge was 
again swept by the waves. When the Saale 
reached the Newfoundland banks her decks 
were covered with ice. 

TWO DEATHS REPORTED. 

Neils Siemonscon, an immigrant, died of de- 
tremens on November 27, 

the following day Anna 
Chevis, another steerage passenger, died 
of pneumonia. Both were buriéd at sea. 

A Frightfal Collision. 

The French steamship, La Champagne, from 
this port for Havre, and the British steamer 
Lisbonense, from Para te this port, collided 
two miles east of Sandy Hook at 5:30 o’clock 
this morning. No lives were lost, and as far as 
is known, no person was injured. Good 
seamanship and prompt action prevented what 
would, in all probability, have been a terrible 
disaster. As it is, both vessels will be at the 
docks, one with a big hole in her bow, 
the other with a big hole in - her 
port quarter, .and with about ten 
plates of the other vessel struck in her side. 
Three thousand dollars will repair the injuries 
to both steamships. 

THE STORY OF THD ACCIDENT. 

The story of the accident obtained from the 
captains of both steamers are: 

Captain Lewis Boyer, of the La Champagne, was 
seenin his stateroom on the ship after she returned 
to her pier. He made the following statement: 

“We sailed at noon Saturday with 449 cabin and 
sterage passengers. We had a pilot and the tug As- 
sistance, Captain Parker, to lead us out to sea, be- 
cause the weather was very foggy. On the way 
out we passed the Etruria. We went out 
through the main channel, and, shortly after 
5 o’clock this morning, we sighted the Lisbonense 
coming toward us quite speedily. Her route lay 
through the south. channel. We were going at 
half speed, and had to keep goimg, as the channel 
is but 200 feet wide, and we would be washed 
ashore if we stopped. It was so dark that I could 
only make out the lights and outline of the other 
ship. Our pilot signaled the other vessel that 
we would cross her bow, we having the right af 
way. The other vessel, much to our surprise, 
answered that she would .cross our bow. I 
baw that if she persisted in her 
course, and continued at the same speed, we would 
cut her down amidship. | relieved the pilot and 
gavo the signal to stop my ship. The vesseis a p- 
proached each other steadily, and finally came 
together, La Champagne’s bow striking the other 
vyexsel’s stern, but, owing to the lessened speed of 
my ship, without doing any very serious damage. 
It was very dark at the time, butthe fog had 
cleared, and the stars were shining.” 

Pilot H. A. Devere, who had charge of La 
Champagne, corroborated Captain Boyer’s state- 
ment in every particular, adding: 

“For a moment I thought either vessel 
must cut the other in two. My 
opinion is that the captain of the Lisbonense is 
alone to blame.” : 

Captain Parker, of the tug Assistance, which 
was close to the scene of the accident, also says 
that the fault lay with the Lisbonense. Although 
La Champagne was drawing no water, and was in 
no danger, Captain Boyer determined to return to 
port and take no chances. 

THE VESSEL IN PORT. 

When the vessei reached her pier Mr. A. Forget,

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A NEW CONGRESSMAN 


WILL HAVE TO BE ELECTED FROM 
GEORGIA. 


THE NUMBER WILL BE ELEVEN. 


Speculations as to How the Districts Will 
Be Apportioned to Allow for the 
New Member. 


WASHINGTON, December 7.—[Special.]— 
“You may put itdown as quite certain that 
Georgia will get another member of congress,” 
said a republican member of the census com- 
mittee this evening. ‘‘We have practically 
decided to make the membership of the next 
house 856, a number that will give Georgia 
eleven instead of teu members. We shall 
probably be able to report the bill this week.” 

WHAT THIS MEANS, 
This means that the chances are Georgia 


will elect another member to serve in the 1892 


congress. If the legislaturé has an adjourned 
session next summer and redistricts the state, 


making eleven districts, then the district’ 


which has not one of the recently elected 
ten members will elect the new congressman. 
If not or if an extra session of congress should 
be called upon after the*4th of March, then 
Georgia will have to elect a congressman from 
the state at large. Ten years ago an election 
was held from the state at large, at which 
Colonel Tom Hardeman, of Macon, was the 
fortunate one. 
: THE PROBABLE CANDIDATES. 
Now the question arises, will the alliance 


put outa man, or will they consent to allow | 


an outsider to knock the persimmon. The dem- 
ocrats here would like to see Mr. Clements re- 
turned, for it will be a hard matter to fill his 
place on the appropriations committee.

A Meeting in Dublin. 

DvuBLIN, December 7.—A meeting of nationalists 
was held today in Phenix park. The attendance 
was only moderate, owing to the bitterly cold 
weather. ‘fhe lord mayor, who presided, offered 
a resolution that Parnell alone was fitted to lead 
the nationalists. 

He condemned the Healyites, whose independ- 
ence and integrity, he said, had been sapped by 
English wire-pullers. He cailed on Parneli, under 
no circumstances to abandon his position. Glad- 
stone, he said, was still humbugging Ireland. 
When Sexton, Healy, Dillon and others (groans), 
were dining with Gladstone, they were, perhaps, 
selling the Irish cause. Sweetbreads and nice 
dishes had overcome them. 

He challenged VParneil’s opponents, whom he 
characterized as political peers, to come to Ire- 
land and see how they would be received. The 
resolution was catried unanimonsly. Also a vote 
of thanks to those who supported Mr. Parnell. 
The crowd burned an éfligy ot Héaiy, and kicked 
the remains about the park amid shouts of de- 
rision. Otherwise the meeting was orderly. 

At Longford there was a stormy meeting of the 
local branch of the national league. An attempt 
wat made to rescind the vote of confidence in 
Pamell, which had previously been adopted, but 
this was defeated by a vutea of 49 to 31. 

Ian Cork city, Parneil’s electorate, the national 
leaguers unanimously condemned Parnell, and 
approved the action of Mr. Healy, who also repre- 
serts the city of Cork in parliament.

THE GREAT COUNCIL 


To Which All the Great Chiefs Came 
Father Jule’s Party Arrives. 


Pine Ripcs AceEncy, via Rushville, De- 
cember7.—Some of the hostile chiefs have 
kept their sworn pledge made to Father Jule, 
in the Bad Lands, to come in and see General 
Brooke, They came-bearing a tiag of truce, 
and armed with Winchester and Springfield 
rifles. The entrance of the novel procession 
produced a flutter of excitement, the greatest 
that has been known here at the agency 
since the trouble began. First came the 
chiefs, who were Turning Bear, 
Big Turkey, High Pine, Big Bad Horse and 
Bulldog, who was one of the leaders in the 
Custer massacre. Next came Two Strike, the 
head chief, seated in a buggy with Father 
Jule. Surrounding these was a body 
guard of four young warriors. All 
the Indians were decorated with war 
paints and feathers, while many wore ghost- 
dance lpggings and ghost-dance shoes dangling 
at r saddies. Bunches of eagle feathers 
were tied on the manes and tails of most of 
the ponies, while the backs of the docile little 
animals were streaked with paint. 

The luridly warlike cavalcade proceeded 
at once to General Brooke’s spacious 
headquarters in the agency residence. At a 
given signal, all leaped to the ground, hitched 
their ponies to the trees, and, guided, by 
Father Jule, they entered the general’s apart- 
ments, where a council was held lasting two 


hours. 


IN THE COUNCIL. 

At the beginning of the pow-pow, General 
Brooke explained that the great father through 
him had asked them apo come in and have a talk 
regarding the sttuatite A gteat deal of misun- 
derstanding and tréuble had ariseu by reports 
taken to and fro between camps by irresponsible 
parties, and it was, therefore, considered very 
necessary that they’ have a talk face 
to face. Through him, he said the 
father wanted to tell them if they 
would come innear the agency where he (General 
Brooke) could see them oiten, and not be com- 
pelled to depend on heprsay, thay he would give 
them plenty to eat and employ many of their 
young nen as scouts, 

He said he had i they were hostile Indians, 
but he did not believe it. 

The soldiers did not come there to fight, but to 

rotect the settlers, and keep the peace. He hoped 

hey (the Indians) were all im lavor of i. as 
the great father did not want war. to the 
feeling over the change in the boundary line be- 
tween the Pine Ridge and Rosebud agencies he 
said that and many other thin would be 
settled satisfactorily after they had shown a dis- 
ition te come in, as asked by the gréat father. 
Wounded Knee was suggested as the place that 
would prove satisfactory tothe great father to

TURNING BEAR TALKS. 

The representatives of the hostiles listened with 
contracted brows and side-long glances at one 
another, and occasionally gave utterance to 
low grunts. When _ the general had 
concluded his remarks, Turning Bear came for- 
ward and spoke in reply.

The squaws living bere at the 
agency came out in gala-day feathers and gave a 
squaw dance.

| EX-MINISTER PHELPS: 


WOULD LIKE TO GO BACK 70 


LONDON, 


AND IS WORKING FOR CLEVELAND. 


The Ex-Minister Visits Charleston and 
Gives His Impressions of the Result 
of the Kecent Elections. 


Cuarueston, 8S. C., December 7,—[Spe- 
cia!.]—Ex-Minister E. J. Phelps is here in 
Charleston, and is receiving much attention 
from the four hundred. 

It is also thought that he is quietly working 
up a Cleveland boom. 

In an interview with a correspondent, he 
said: 

“I think the result of the recent elections 
indirectly attributable to the course of the re- 
publican party in the last sessidn of congress. 
The McKinley bill, chiefly the extravagant 
pension legislation, the silver bill, the sigh- 
handed and arbitrary course pursued against 
the minority, the deprivation of democratic 
members of their seats upon frivolous pre- 
tenses, the admission of new states with small 
populationsin order to obtain votesin the 
senate, the threatof the passage of the force 
bill, fruitful with michief and trouble, and 
likely to reopen difficulties between the north 
and south that-have become happily settled. 
All these, I think, have alarmed the coun- 
try, and have induced the belief that the leg- 
islation of congress has been principally di- 
rected to the purchase of votes for the repub- 
lican party. 

THE RESULT IN 189°, 

“In respect to the result of the presidential 
election of 1892, that, in my judgment, will 
depend entirely on the course taken by the 
democratic party in congress. If they respond 
effectively to the sentiment of the country, so 
plainly expressed, place themselves decidely 
on the side of good government, and show that 
actual redress of the wrongs is to be expected 
from them, I should not think there would be 
much doubt of the election of a democratic 
president. If, on the other hand, they take 
an indifferent or ineffectual course, so that the 
country will perceive that no real or substan. 
tial reliefis to be looked for at their hands, 
then Ithink there will be a decided reaction 
against them. These elections,’ he continued, 
“make Mr. Cleveland the necessary candi- 
date of the democratic party in 1892, if there 
could have been any doubt of it before, and 
they certainly indicate hié election ifthe right 
course is taken. Outside of a factionin New 
York, he is the choice of the entire party of 
the country, as well as of the independent 
element. The result of the elections is not, as 
has been said by the republicans, the effect of 
local fights in the various districts. This 
might be the case in a few districts, but it ig 
absard to apply this statement generally, 
when the democratic victuries have been so 
sweeping in every portion of the country 
where the local issues are wholly different. 

A CHEERFUL SIGN. 

“It iscertainly a very encouraging sign that 
the people have so generally begun to think 
for themselves on the great questions of the 
day irrespective of party lines. 

In conclusion I will say that there is no 

bt" fiat the tariff will be the great and 
overshadowing issue in 1892, as it was in 1888. 

It is by no méans certain, as things are now 
going in this state, that 4 Cleveland delega- 
tion can be elected.

ARE LOUD IN THEIR PRAISE OF 
BOIPEUILLET 
For His Bill Requiring Expert Operators 
to Be Employed as Railroad Dis- 
patchers—Plea for Justice. 


Macon, Ga., December 7.—[Special.]—The 
telegraph operators are much interested in be- 
haif of the bill of Hon. John T. Boifeuillet, 
which they believe should be passed into law, 
One of the most intelligent of the fraternity In 
the union, in talking to vour correspondent 
today, said: 

“My attention has been called of late to the bill 
introduced in the legislature by Hon. John T. 
Boifeuillet, and latterly to the published criti- 
cisms thereon by “Electrical Judge,” “Railroader” 
and others in The Telegraph. 

“The bill is not only eminentiv proper, but it is 
most lenient in its exactions and absolutely 
praiseworthy. re 

“A brief retrospection of the telegraph service 
of the country will show coticlusively that the 
standard of efficiency and moral rectitude among 
the operators havé been rapidlyjdeclining with che 
advent of years. When we révert fifteen or 
twenty years to the time when such reputable 
menas John Brown, of Augusta; Jim Stevens, 
of Atlanta; Emmet Howard, of Memphis; Joe 
Fisher, of Nashville; Charles Smith, of Louis- 
ville, and Jim Alleyn, of New Orleans, worked at 
the ‘key,’ then it was that an operator was con- 
sidered ‘somebody.’ He was recognized, by virtue 
of his promotion of good citizenship, by the best 
men in the community. Salaries at that time 
were sufticiently large to insure cuntentment, and 
the position of vperator was an aspiration of the 

better classes. 

“From year to year, Salaries have been grad- 
ually decreasing, without regard to merit or right 
of precedence, until the fraternity has be- 
come so impoverished by the hand of 
monopoly that the internecine seeds of this 
stalwart monster have undermined its foundations 
until the ranks of this once honorable profession 
have become replete with men whose public trust 
is little less than a public disgrace. 

“In the onward progress of civilization; the ex- 
pansion of railroads, telegraphic facilities and the 

divers branches of comnnerce and industry 
throughout the lana, it would be unjust to expect 
railroads and telegraph companies to inaintain 
such salaries as were paid when their rates to any 
given point were four times: greater than atthe 
present time, but from the fact thatan operator 
performs about the same ratio of services 
now compared to olden times, 
and that the dividends of these corporations 
have been steadily increasing, while the salaries 
of their employes have been more speedily de- 
clining. 

“It was during the great strike of the operators 
in 1885 that Jay Gould remarked: ‘What fools! 

It is only a matter of time when the best opera- 
tors in the country will be working for $40 per 
month.’ Andall of us remember the arrogant 
remarks of Vanderbilt: ‘The public be damned.’ 

‘Notwithstanding the universal grievances of the 
operators prior to the big strike, the corpora- 
tions, taking advantage of their defeat, have 
imposed additional duties upon the operators at 
decreased salaries. Consequently the more edu- 
cated and competent members of the craft are 
seeking new fields of labor, and are being super- 
seded by as motley and illiterate a class as ever 
shouldered a hod. 

“Mr. Boifenillet’s bill drawsthe line very modestly 
indeed when it makes the basis of competency 
‘one year’s experience.’ 

“Can a man dive into and solve the intricacies of 
locomoitve engineering, the printer’s case, or any 
branch of mechanism in soshort a time’? 

“The public, doubtiess, is unaware of the fact 
that the railroad operators at ali small 
stations throughout America are com- 
pelled to transact the business’ of 
the Western Union Telegraph Company, 
in addition to their railroad duties, without any 

manner of compensation whatever. Therefore 
the delays to commercial business passing 
through these small places, the horrible manner 
in which it is butchered up can easily be under- 
stood. ° 

“The average salary of railroad operators in 
Georgia is about $45 per month for twelve hours 
continuous work, day or night. Is it any marvel 
that efficient operators are very scarce on our 
railroads? 

“Said a ‘prominent railroad man’ in THE Con- 
STITUTION concerning these boy operators : 

** *He has none of the responsibility, but does a 
goood deal of the work, and every message he 
sends or receives is duplicated and inspected by a 
superior before it is pronounced O. K.’

The Progress of Routine Business 
Up Characters and Hearing the KRe- 
ports of Various Committees. 


Wasuineton, Ga., December 7.—[{Special.] 
Great congregations attended the different 
churches today to listen to the great leaders 
of Methodism, who held the pupils for the 
day. The sermons were all eloquent and in- 
structive, and were the subjects of favorable 


comment. 
The Detailed Work. 

The conference is making solid progress in their 
work, but. they will not be able to get through 
their work before Monday night. The reports of 
the committees and. boards are so important that 
they require much time for their discussion. 

At the educational anniversary Saturday an 
able report was presented by Drs. J. W. Lee and 
J.B. Robins. They were followed by President 
Warren A. Candler, D.D.,ina tremendous ad- 
dress on Christian edueation. He thanked God 
that the state of Georgia was planning better 
schools, that the legislature was going to give 
every child an opportunity jfora good education. 
Under the Jackson bill, now pending, Georgia’ 
schools can be made a success. 

He thanked God thatthe church schools were 
doing better. Wesleyan Female college is over- 
flowing, so also are all the other Methodist col- 
leges. They are being improved in every way- 
Emory college is about full, and the church is ris- 
ing to her help. But while this is true we are not 
improving as fast on these lines as we are in busi- 
ness activity and life. During the past year Geor- 
gia has built more lines of pia than’ any 
Similarly sized spot on the earth. oney kings 
do not put down money without prosperity, but 
the schools have not moved ee 

He plead for Christian education in colleges. 
The homes control the religion of children largely 
but when your’boy leaves your Christian home, for 


- college at that age of-impressibility and he is not 


under Christian influence you may expect indif- 
ferentism in him. The age from fifteen to twenty 
is that in which manhood is waning and if not 
poe guarded you may expect licentiousness. 
If the church does not provide training for ‘her 
young men, they will be educated away from her, 
and she will not be the church of the educated, 
but they will go elsewhere. The teachers of your 
schools will come Tromthe collegesand if they 
are educated away from religious infinence they

The church has not 
done its duty, butat Emory has starved some 
noble men nearly to death,and driven some to 
the wall of debt.

“You can count the winners upon your 
fingers,”’ said a veteran broker. “ here one 
man won a thousand lost.”’ 

The greatest winner was Mr. Jay Gould, 
whose present and prospective gains by the 
upheaval will easily net him $30,000,000. 

r. Gould is said to possess an ambition to be 
the richest man in the world, and his last 
brilliant dealin the stock market will give 
him a big boost toward the goal. It is notin 
money alone that Mr. Gould comes outa 
winner, but also with a fame and prestige 
greater than ever before. 

Mr. Gould made at least $5,000,000 as a bear 
during the decline. He was known to bea 
large seller of Union Pacific, Richmond 
Terminal, Pacific Mail and Atchison, all 
properties which he desired to acquire a hold 


upon. 

When they had reached bottom, Mr. Gould 
covered with a profit and bought thousands 
of shares. Gould had his eye on the Balti- 
more and Ohio road, and his new prestige 
will aid him toward obtaining control of that 
great property. He has on hand 1,000,000 
shares of stock, and he is liable to in- 
crease his holdings to 2,000,000 at no distant 
day. Anadvance of ten points on the latter 
holdings would mean a profit of $20,000,000. 
Some of the stocks have gone up half a dozen 
points since he bought them. Mr. Gould is 
now the principal railroad magnate in the 
world, and his ambition is again aroused. His 
health is good and he is said to be resolved to 
impress upon the —s community that 
he is alive and kicking.

The Rockefellers, John D. and William, 
came out away ahead. They are unders 
to have been short of the Northern Pacific and 
North American Company stock at high 
figures, and they were the heaviest buyers 
when the prices touched bottom.

They 
came _ into sion of 100,000 . shares 
of Northern Pacific preferred in a single block. 
It was a great opportunity for rich men to 
pick up cheap securities, and the Rockefellers 
were not slow to perceive the fact. Their win- 
nings are put down as $10,000,000, and will be 
much more when the stocks they acquired ap- 
preciate in value, as they will surely do. 

MR. CAMMACK A BIG WINNER. 

Another big winner is Addison Cammack, 
the principal bear operator, who began selling 
stocks four months ago. Cammack is not & 
daring operator, and he runs quickly when the 
market begins to go against him. As long as 
it goes his way, however, he plays it heavily 
and persistently, and that is what he did in the 
recent game. When he got up from the table 
it is calculated that his pockets bulged out 
with $5,000,000 more than when he sat down. 
He pounded the Northern Pacific stocks with- 
out mercy, and his winnings on North Ameri- 
can alone are placed at $1,000,000. The men 
who figure as brokers for the big bear made 
some money in the deal. 

A H. Coombs is credited with ciearing up 
$500,000, and William B. Wheeler as much 
more. Van Emburgh & Atterbury, who are 
favorite Cammack brokers, are said to have 
scraped $500,000 out of the smash. James R. 
Keene, whois on intimate terms with the 
leading bear, was not forgotten in the deal. 
He received a tip in time, and he went short 
of sugar trust around eighty-five and of the 
Villards at the top.

ALMOST EVERY BROKER AMONG THE LOSERS. 

With very few exceptions the stock ex- 
change brokers lost heavily. They all held 
stocks which rapidly depreciated in value, 
and their losses range from $10,000 to $800,000 
apiece. 

John D. Slayback, one of the quickest and 
best known of the room traders, is said to have 
lost the larger amount. He was a howling 
bull on Lackawanna and Missouri Pacific, and 
he.absolutely refused to turn until. his losses 
reached almost $1,000,000. 

«Deacon S. V. White could -easily have 
dropped $500,000 by the decline in Lacka- 
wanna, and it is quite likely that this was the 
ease. Henry Villard wis the largest indi- 
vidual loser. When he sailed for Europe 
last June Mr. Villard was worth $10,000,000. 
His wealth was mostly in Northern Pacific and 
North American stocks, and these he was com- 
pelled to sell in order to raise cash to keep his 
margins and contracts good. It is computed 
that Mr. Villard’s losses will foot up 
$9,000,000, leaving him .$1,000,000 to start 
over again with. As Mi. Villard has 
several times acquired immense fortunes 
from a smaller sum than this, it is not prob- 
able that he is greatly discouraged. A more 

ievous loss than thatof his money to Mr. 

fillard will be the control of the Northern 
Pacific property, which he will be obliged to 
relinquish for the second time. The North 
American Company lost $15,000,000 in trying 
to support the price of its own stocks. This 
loss will fall upon the stockholders, who are 
rich men and can afford it. Kid- 
der, Peabody & Co, may lose $1,000,000 
by the decline in Atchison, and Mr. 
J. Pierpont Morgan, it is said, is out of pocket as 
much more.* Thousands of customers of the 
stock exchange brokers lost sums of from 
$1,000 to $300,000, a total probably of $50,090,- 
000. Among the losers were the firms which 
were compelled to make assignments for the 
following amounts: Decker, Howell & Co., 
$10,000,000; C. M. Whitney & Co, $1,006,000; 
Gregory, Ballou & Co., $1,000,000; P. W. Gal- 
laudet &-Co.. $1,000,000.

The river 
ordan is much of the year a muddy stream, 
and it is never so clear as this river 
Abana, that I hear rumbling under my win- 
dow tonight, nor as the river Pharpar that 
we crossed today. They are as clearas though 
they had been sieved through some especial 
sieve of the mountains. General Naaman had 
great and patriotic pride in these two rivers of 
his Own country, and when Elisha the prophet 
told him thatif he wanted to get rid of his 
leprosy, he must go and wash in the Jordan. he 
felt as we, who live on the magnificent Hudson 
would feel if told that we must go and wash in 
the muddy Thames, or as if those who live on 
the transparent Khine, were told that they must 
and wash in the muddy Tiber. So General 
.vaaman cried out with a voice as loud as ever 
he had used in commanding his troops, uttering 
those memorable words, which every minister 
of the gospel sooner or later takes for his text: 
“Are not Abana and Pharpar, riversof Damas- 
cus, better than the waters of Irael? May 
not wash in them and be clean ?’”’ Thank Go 
we live ina land with plenty of rivers, and that 
they bless all our Atlantic coast and all our 
Pacific coast, and reticulate all the continent 
between the coasts. Only those who have 
traveled in the deserts of Syria, or Egypt, or 
have in the oriental cities heard the tinkling 
of the bell of those whosell water, can realize 
whatitis to have this divine beverage in 
abundance. Water rumbling over the rocks, 
turning the mill wheel, saturating the roots of 
the corn, dripping from the buckets, filling 
the pitchers of the household, rolling through 
the fonts or baptistries of holy ordinance, 
filling the reservoirs of cities, inviting the 
cattle to come down and slake their thirst and 
the birds of heaven to dip their wing, ascend- 
ing in robe of mist and falling again in bene- 
diction of shower—water, living water, God- 
given water! 2 
We are awakened in the morning in Damas- 
cus by the song of those who have different 
styles of food to sell. It is nota street cry as 
in London or New York, but a weird, and 
long drawn out solo compared with which a 
buzz-saw is musical. It makes you inoppor- 
tunely waken, and will not let you sleep 
again. But to those who understand the 
exact meaning of the song, it becomes 
quite tolerable for they sing: “God is 
the nourisher, buy my bread,” “God is the 
nourisher, buy my milk,’’ ‘‘God is the nour- 
isher, buy my fruit.’’ As you look out of the 
window, you see the Mohammedans, who are 
in large majority in the city, at prayer. And if 
it were put to vote whoshould be king of all the 
earth 15,000 in that city would say Christ, but 
135,000 would say Mohammed. Looking from 
the window, you see on the housetops and on 
the streets Mohammedans at worship. The 
muezzin or.the officers of religion, who an- 
nounce the time of worship, appear high up 
on the different minarets or tall towers, and 
walk around the minaret, enclosed by a rail- 
ing, and cry in a sad and mumbling way: 
‘God is great. I bear witness that there is | 
no god but God. I bear witness that Moham- 
med is the apostle of God. Come to prayers! 
Come to salvation! God is great. here is 
no other but God. Prayers are better than 
sleep.”” Five times a day imust the Mo- 
hammedan engage in worship. As _ he 
begins, he turns his face towards the city 
of Mecca, and unrolls upon the ground a rug 
which’ he almost aiways carries. With his 
thumbs touching the lobes of his ears, and 


- holding his face between his hands, he cries: 


“God is great.”” Then folding his hands 
across his girdle, he looks down and says: 
**Holiness to thee,O God and praise be to 
thee. Greatis thy name. Great is thy great- 
ness. Thereisno deity but thee.’’ Then the 
worshiper sits upon his heels, then he touches 
his nose to the rug, and then his forehead, 
these genuflections accompanied with the cry, 
“Great is God.’”’ Then, raising the forefinger 
of his right hand toward heaven, he says: “I 
testify there is no deity but God, and I testify 
that Mohammed is the servant of God, and 
the messenger of God.’’ The prayers close by 
the worshiper holding his hands opened up- 
ward as if to take the divine blessing, and 
then his hands are rubbed over his face as if to 
convey the blessing to his entire body. 

There are two or three commendable things 
about Mohammedanism. One is that its dis- 
ciples wash before every act of prayer, and 
that is five times a day, and there isa gospel 
in cleanliness. Another commendable thing 
is, they don’t care who is looking, and nothing 
can.stop them in their prayer. Ahother thing 
is that by the orderof Mohammed, and an 
order obeyed for 1,300 years, no Mohammedan 
touches strong drink. Butthe polygamy, the 
many-wifehood of Mohammedanism has made 
that religion the unutterable and everlasting 
curse of woman, and when woman sinks, the 
racesinks. The proposition recently male in 
high ecclesiastical places for the reformation 
of Mohammedanism instead of its obliteration, 
is like an attempt to improve a plague or edu- 
cate a leprosy. here is only one thing that 
will ever reform Mohammedanism, and that is 
its extirpation from the face of the earth by 
the power of the gospel of the Son of God, 
which makes notonly man, but woman free 
for this life and free for the life to. come: 

The spirit of the horrible religion which 
pervades the city of Damascus along whose 
streets we walk and out of whose bazaars we 
make purchases and in whose mosques we 
study the wood carvings and bedizenments, 
was demonstrated as late as 1860 when in this 
city it put to death 6,000 Christiansin forty- 
eight hours and put to the torch 3,000 Christ- 
ian homes and those streets we walk today 
were red with the carnage, and the shrieks 
and groans of the dying and dishonored mén 
and women made this placea hellon earth. 
ohammedan, better 
than his religion, Abd.el-Kader by name, a 
soldier who in one war with his 25,000 troops 
beat 60,000 of the enemy, now protested 
against this massacre and gathered the Christ- 
ians of Damascus into castles and private 
houses and filled his own home with the af- 
frighted sufferers. After a while the mob 
came to his doorand demanded the ‘‘Christ- 
ian dogs’’ whom he was sheltering. And Abd- 
e]-Kader mounted a horse and drew hissword 
and with a few of his old soldiers 
around him, charged on the mob and cried: 
‘““Wretches! Is thisthe way you honor the 
prophet? May his curses be upon you! Shame 
on you! Shame! You will yet live to repent, 
You think you may do as you please with the 
Christians, but the day of retribution will 
come. The Franks will yet turn your mosques 
into churches. Nota Christian willI give up. 
They are my brothers. Stand back or I will 
give my men the order to fire.”” Then by the 
might of one tsoul under God the wave 
of assassination rolled back. Huzzah for 
Abd-el-Kader! Although now we Americans 
and foreigners pass through the streets of 
Damascus unhindered, there is in many parts 
of the city the subdued hissing of a hatred for 
Christianity that if it dared would [put to 
death every man, woman and child in Da- 
mascus who does not declare allegience to 
Mohammed. ButIam giad to say that a 
wide, hard, splendid turnpike road has within 
a few years been constructed from Beyrout on 
the shore of the Mediterranean to this city of 
Damascus, and if ever again that wholesale as- 
sassination is attempted, French troops and 
English troops would, with jingling bits and 
lightning hoofs, dash up the hills and down on 
this Damascus plain and leave the Moham- 
medan murderersdead on the floor of their 
mosques and seraglios.

But I must say that this city of Damascus, 
as I see it now, is not as absorbing as the Da- 
mascus of olden times. I turn my back upon 
the bazaars, with rugs fascinating the mer- 
chants from Bagdad, and the Indian textile 
fabric of incomparabie make, and the manu- 
factured saddles and: bridles gay enough for

; where ablution becomes  inspi- 


built with gates so heavy that it required five 


mén to turn them, and columns of prophyry 
and kneeling places framed in 
seventy-four stained-glass windows and 600 

of pure gold, a single wrayer offered in 
this mosque said to be worth 30,000 prayers 
offered in any other place. I turn my back on 
all these and see Damascus asit was when 
this narrow street, which the Bible calls 
Pereight, was a t wide street, a New York 
B way ora Parisian Champs Elysees. 4 
great thoroughfare crossing the city from_ gate 
to gate, along which tramped and rolled the 
pomp of all nations. There goes Abraham, 
the father of all the faithful. He 
has in this city been purchasing 4 
celebrated slave. ‘There goes Ben Hadad 
of Bible times leading thirty-two conquered 
monarchs. There goes David, king, warrior 
and sacred poet. There goes Tamerlane the 
conqueror. There goes Haroun al Raschid, 
once the commander of an army of 95,000 Per- 
sians and Arabs. Thére comes a warrior on his 
way to the barracks, carrying that kind of 
sword which the world has forgotten how to 
make, a Damascus blade with the interlacings 
of color changing at every new turn of the light, 
many colors coming and going and interjoin- 
ing, the blade so keen it could cut in twain an 
object without making the lower part of the 
object tremble, with an elasticity that could 
not be broken, though you brought the point 
of the sword clear back to the hilt, and 
having a watered appearance which 
made the blade seem as though just gas ti in 
a clear fountain, a triumph of cutlery which a 
thousand modern foundrymen and chemists 
have attempted in vain to. imitate. On 
the side of this street, damasks, named after 
this city, figures of animals, and fruits and 
landscapes here being first wrotight into silk— 
damasks. And specimens of damaskeeming by 
which in this city steel and iron were first 
graved, and then the groves fiiled with wire 
of gold—damaskeeming. But stand back or 
be run over, for here at the gates of the city 
laden caravans from Aleppo in one direction, 
and from Jerusalem in another direction, and 
caravans of all nations paying toll to this su- 
premacy. Great is Damascus! 

But what most stirs my soul is neither 
chariot, nor caravan, nor bazaar, nor palace, 
buta blind man passing along the street, smal! 
of stature and insignificant in personal ap- 
pearance. Oh, yes; we have seen him be- 
fore. He was one of that cavalcade coming 
from Jerusalem: to Dantascus to kill Chris- 
tians, and we saw him and his horse tumble 
up there on the road some distance out of the 
city, and he got up blind. Yes, itis Saul of 
Tarsus now going along this street ealjed 
Straight. He is led by his friends, for he 
cannot see his hand before his face, unto the 
house of Judas; not Judas the bad, but Judas 
the good. In another part of this city one 
Ananias, not.Ananias the liar, but Ananias 
the Christian, is told by the Lord to go to this 
house of Judas on Straight street, and put his 
hands on the blind eyes of Saul that his sight 
might return. “Oh,” said Ananias, “I 
dare not go; that Saul is a terrible fellow. He 
kills Christians, and he will kill me.”” ‘Go,’ 
said the Lord, and Ananias went. There sits 
in blindness that tremendous persecutor. He 
was a great nature crused. He had started for 
the city of Damascus for the one purpose of 
assassinating Christ’s followers, but since that 
fall from his horse he has entirely changed. 
Ananias steps up to’ the sightiess man, puts 
his right thumb on one eye and his left thumb 
en the other eye, and in an outburst of sym- 
pathy and love and faith says: “Brother 
Saul! Brother Saul! the Lord, even Jesus, 

at appeared unto thee in the way as thou 
camest, has sent methat thou mayst receive 
thy sight and be filled with the Holy Ghost.” 
Instantly something like — scales fell 
from the blind man’s’ eyes, and he 
arose from that seat the mightiest evangelist 
of all the ages, a Sir William’ Hamilton for 
metaphysical analysis, a John Milton for sub- 
limity of thought, a Whitefield for popular 
eloquence, a John Howard for widespread 
philantrophy, but morethan all of them put 
together inspired, thunderbolted, multipotent, 
apostolic. Did Judas, the kind host of this 
blind man, or Ananias, the visitor, see scales 
drop from the sightless eyes? I think not. 
But Paul knew they had fallen, and that is all 
that happens to any of us when we are con- 
verted. The blinding scales drop from our 
eyes, and we see things differently. 

A Christian woman, missionary among @ 
most degraded tribe, whose religion was never 
to wash or improve personal appearance, was 
trying to pursuade one of those héathen 


and. 


women notonly of need of change-of heart, ; 


but change of habits, which would result in 
change of appearance, but the effort failed 
until the missionary had placed in her own 
hallway a looking-glass, and, when the bar- 
baric woman passing through the hall, saw 
herself in the mirror for the first time, she 
exclaimed, ‘“‘Can it be possible I look 
like that?’ and appalled at her own 
appearance she renounced her old _ relig- 
ion, and'asked to be instructed in the Christian 
‘religion. And so we feel that we are all right 
in our sinful and unchanged condition, untfl 
the scales fall from onr eyes, and in -the 
looking-glass of God’s word we see ourselves 
as we really are, uhtil divine grace trans- 
forms us. There are many people in the 
house today as blind as Paul was before An- 
anias touched his eyes. And there are many 
here from whose eyes the scales have already 
fallen. You see all subjects and all things 
differentiy—God, and Christ, and eternity, 
and your own immortal spirit. Sometimes the 
scales do notall fallatonce. When Iwasa 
boy, at Mount Pleasant, one Sunday afternoon 
reading Doddridge’s ‘‘Rise and Progress of 
Religion inthe Soul,” that afternoon some of 
the scales fell from my eyes and I saw a little. 
After I had been in the ministry about a year, 
one Sunday afternoon in the village parson- 
age reading tho Bible story of the Syro-Phoni- 
cian’s faith, other scales fell from my eyes and 
I saw better. Two Sunday evenings ago, 
while preparing for the evening service in 
New York, I picked up a book that I did not 


remember to have seen before, and after I had | 
read a page about reconsecration to God I ; 


think the remaining scales fell from my eyes. 
Shall not our visit to Damascus today result, 
like Paul’s visit, in vision to the blind, and in- 
creased vision for those who saw somewhat 
before. 

I was reading of a painter’s child who be- 
came blind in infancy. But after the child 
was nearly grown, @ surgeon removed the 
blindness. When told that this could be done, 
the child’s chief thought, her mother being 
dead, was she would be able to see her father, 
who had watched over her with great tender- 
ness. When night came she was in raptures, 
and ran her hands over her father’s face, and 
shut her eyes asif toassure herself that this 
was really the father whom she had only 
known by touch, and now looking upon him, 
noble man as hé wasin appearance as well as 
in reality, she cried out, ‘Just to think 
that i had this father so many years and 
never knew him!” As great and 
greater is the soul’s joyful surprise when the 
scales fall from.the eyes and the long spiritual 
darkness isended, and we lookup into our 
father’s face: always radient, and loving, but 
now for the first time revealed, and our blind- 
ness forever gone, we cry ‘‘Abba father!”’ 

To each of this vast multitude of auditors [ 
say as Ananias did to Saul of Tarsus when his 
sympathetic fingers touched the closed eye- 
lids: ‘‘Brother Saul! Brother Saul! the Lord, 
even Jesus that appeared untothee in the 
way that thou camest, hath sent me that thoa 
mightest receive thy sight, and be filied with 
the Holy Ghost!”

Dobbs’ 
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Statesmen and Leaders. 

We have in this country any number of 
leaders, but where are our statesmen? 

Take this great man, or that one, and 
what is he doing? He is taxing all the re- 
sources of the English language to conceal 
his thoughts. He is manufacturing sonorous 
platitudes that will fit any policy. He is 
hedging and trimming so that he can be on 
both sides of every question, and yet be all 
the time for himself. 

The country needs statesmen. Some of 
our great economic and social problems now 
pressing for a solution are of vital import- 
ance, and will shape our destinies for genera- 
tions tocome. They will have to be studied 
by men who have a knowledge of human 
nature and of affairs, and they must be 
viewed in the light of history, for history is 
philosophy teaching by example. These 
problems have not been submitted by the 
people to the men who are posing as leaders; 
they have been seized by a gang of pluto- 
crats, monopolists, boodlers and small tricks- 
ters who have pushed themselves into high 
places, and whose political ideas are limited 
to the methods by which they can secure 
office, and perpetuate their power. 

And.-yet there are statesmen somewhere in 
the land. A few are in public life, but the 
ruling place-holders keep them in the back- 
ground, Others are in the eounting rooms, 
in the professions, in great industrial estab- 
lishments, or in the lodges of the Farmers’ 
Alliance. It is a mistake to suppose that all 
the best statesmanship must come from men 
who have long held public office, and been 
regarded as leaders. Macaulay was think- 
ing of this when he said that he would 
sooner expect sound ideas on _ political 
economy—such a work as Adam Smith’s 
‘‘Wealth of Nations’’—from an apothecary 
in a country village, than from a man who 
had been a brilliant debater in the house of 
commons since the age of twenty-one. 

There is sense in this. The brainy, 
thoughtful men who have displayed masterly 
ability in our fields and workshops and in 
commerce—in the practical conduct of the 
most important affairs of life—can point out 
our political evils and suggest the proper 
remedies far better than many a glib politi- 
cian whose grip on office has never felaxed 


since his first contact with it. 


Some such idea is beginning to quicken 


_ the masses with its verifyingtouch. An era 


of free thought and-discussion--is--opening, 
and new men are coming to the front, not 
because ambition spurs them on, but be- 
cause they have a message to deliver, and 
some hint of it has made the people anxious 
to hear it. We are plunging into a war, not 
of sections, but of social, political and eco- 
omic ideas and theories. There is a tre- 
rcidous upheaval in progress. Old systems 
are being reviewed, and new ones will be put 
to the test. New ideas are welcomed, and 
a-v men are heard. The sections are shap- 
ing themselves into a new south, a new 
Borth and a new republic. 

There is hope inall this. Out of clashing 
ideas and systems—from the focal heat of 
discussion—will spring principles and 
methods, and statesmen suited to the 
twentieth century whose dawning light al- 
ready touches our foreheads. Mere leaders 
will no longer do; they must be statesmen— 
the clearest-headed of all these millions, 
with the courage of their convictions. And 
they must come from the people, and not 
from the trusts and combines, the monopoly 
rings, the red-tape departments and the cir- 
cumloeution offices. 


A Convict on a Charch Roll. 

The case of Albert H. Smith,’ the New 
York forger, who defrauded his firm out of 
a large sum of money, is still attracting at- 
tention. 

Smith made no effort to escape. When 
exposure came he made a full confession, 
and said that he wanted to be punished. 
He was tried, convicted and sentenced to 
seventeen years imprisonment. 

So faritis all right, but Smith’s next 
move was rather startling. It seems that 
he wasa member of Plymouth church, in 
Brooklyn. At the last monthly meeting of 
the church the pastor read a letter from the 
convict professing repentence, and asking 
the forgiveness and the prayers of the 
brethren. It was a very touching letter, 
and the pastor expressed the opinion that 
the writer had repented. A resolution was 
then offered and adopted to the effect that 
Smith's name was to be retained on the 
rolis of the church because he had repented 
of his sin and desired to return to the way 
of righteousness and life. 

There was no discussion, and the resolu- 
tion was adopted without a dissenting 
voice. 

The retention of Forger Smith, a con- 
fessed criminal and a convict, in the church 
fold under the circumstances has created 
considerable talk. The church acted bravely 
according to its convictions, but it may be 
that it acted unwisely.’ It is a big question, 

with two sides to it. 


Another Futile Silver Scheme. 

The Harrison administration, hunting 
around in the dark for something substan- 
tial to stand on, has at last hit on a scheme 
which Mr. Benjamin Harrison thinks—so 
far as he thinks at all—will stave off the 
democratic plan of free silver coinage, 

It is well known that the new silver act 
is a fiat failure. It has not only not given 
anything more than a speculative value to 
silver, but has not added anything to the 
circulation. As it was intended to humbug 
the people, it is not tebe supposed that the 
republicans who supported it are disap- 
pointed at the result. They have discovered, 
however, that the people are disappointed,

to pfirchase, forthwith, the surplus stock of 
silver in the country, amounting to 15,000,- 
000 ounces, paying for them by an issue of 
new silver notes, and restricting thereafter 
the monthly purchase of 4,500,000 ounces 
to American silver. a 

It is alla fool’s programme. What the 
needs of the hour call for, what the people 
demand, and what they will have, is the 
free coinage of silver. _ 


The Third Party Movement. 

We observe that our republican exchanges 
in the west are very much disturbed by the 
serious talk among the alliancemen at the 
Ocala convention in regard to a third party. 
It is natural that this should be so, for all 
the talk and agitation on the subject have 
thus far been confined to the western al- 
liancemen—men who are tired of the repub- 
lican party, and who have not yet been able 
to overcome their prejudices to the demo- 
cratic party. 

The movement is led by Kansas alliance- 
men, and if it amounts to anything and 
succeeds in carrying the negroes of that 
section with it, it means the practical de- 
struction of the republican party in the 
west and the northwest. It is natural, 
therefore, that the organs should be discuss- 
ing the matter with symptoms of alarm. 

We hold fast to the opinion, however, 
that the third party movement will never 
reach the period of real organization. It is 
& movement that has no serious impulse 
behind it, and there is no reason for its ex- 
istence. The farmers, as a class, are blessed 
with common sense, and they undoubtedly 
perceive that they can carry their plans to 
success only byan alliance with the demo- 
cratic party. It is true that the western 
farmers are free to form a third party, but 
in an experiment of this kind they cannot 
take the southern farmers with them, The 
conditions here are all different from those 
in the west. Here the whites are compelled 
to form themselves into a compact body to 
resist the dangers of negro domination, and 
in any movement that looks to a division of 
the whites the agricultural classes would be 
the worst sufferers. The southern farmers un- 
derstand and appreciate this fact, emi they 
have always been the first to frown down 
any proposition calculated to destroy the 
harmony of what is ealled the democratic 
party. 

Asan evidence the attitude of the Farmers’ 
Alliance in the recent campaign in Georgia 
may be cited. It was the alliance that in- 
sisted on democratic harmony, that ob- 
served democratic methods, and that sup- 
ported, without question, the nominees of 
the convention. ‘The record of the alliance 
in this direction is without a flaw, and there 
need be no fear that the men who know the 
dangers and demands of the southern situa- 
tion will follow any third party move- 
ment. 

We believe, on the contrary, that the 
southern alliancemen, by their wise and 
conservative attitude, will nip the third 
party movement in the bud, and that they 
will be influential enough to convince the 
alliancemen of the west and northwest that 
their proper place is in the democratic party. 
We base this belief on the character and 

purpose of the alliance platform recently 
adopted at Ocala. With very slight modifi- 
cations that platform will suitanydemoceat, 
and theré*cafii be no dotibt that'the next 
democratic convention, recognizing this fact, 
will make an enunciation of principles on 
which every allianceman can stand. Tak- 
ing the Ocala. platform as a test, there is 
little difference between a genuine domocrat 
and an allianceman. 


Where the Money Goes. 

The St. Louis Globe-Democrat calls. at- 
tention to the statement of Secretary Noble, 
that the $100,000,000 disbursed by the pen- 
sion bureau means just that much money 
sent into the channels of trade and com- 
merce, ‘‘blessing him that gives and him that 
takes,’? and our contemporary thinks that 
‘‘this view of the matter is one that is not 
sufficiently considered.”’ 

The point is a good one in its way, but it 
will not excuse the pension enormity. The 
money, of course, eventually gets into cir- 
culation, but it does not benefit the whole 
country. What return does the south get 
for the millions she contributes to the pen- 
sion fund. The money goesto enrich the 
north and west, andit can be safely said 
that it stays there.. Then, again, large ap- 
propriations for pensions are hurtful to other 
national interests. They drain the treasury 
and prevent some of our most worthy and 


beneficial institutions from receiving. the . 
patronage they deserve from the government. | 


As has been frequently shown, the pension 
business is miserably managed. It is not 
benefiting the ‘‘poor soldiers’’ to any great 
extent. Secretary Noble says that the pen- 
sion bureau is now issuing between 14,000 
and 15,000 certificates a week, and that the 
persons who are receiving the greatest bene- 
fits from these are attorneys and claim 
agents, who pocket every week as fees, out of 
moneys appropriated by congress to relieve 
the necessities of old soldiers, between 
$150,000 and $375,000. 

There is nothing that can be said in favor 
of the pension enormity. No matter how 
you view it, it presents an ugly appearance. 
It is a blot on the record of the republican 
administration, a fraud on the people and a 
disgrace to the government. 


A Great Moral Movement. 

The lottery law has developed new feat- 
ures in Missouri. It is said that a learned 
judge of that state recently called the grand 
jury before him and instructed its members 
to investigate certain charges which had 
been preferred against the society people of 
that section, who were in the habit of play- 
ing a game called ‘‘progressive euchre,’’ for 
prizes. 

These prizes are not specified, but the 
learned judge maintains that they are cov- 
ered by the lottery law, whether they consist 
in kisses orcash, and that the ladies and 
gentlemen who contest for them through the 
medium of progressive euchre are amenable 
to the law. | 

Under this judge’s instructions the grand 
jury is empowered to put an end toall social 
card playing in private residences, and that 
august body is now on a tour of investigation. 
It is therefore safe to predict that progres- 
sive euchre is doomed in Missouri.

If success is the proper criterion by which 
to measure the usefulness and popularity of 
an enterprise, then, indeed, is the great daily 
at the head of this article second to no paper 
in America.

STORY OF THE DROMIOS. 


Comedian Crane Tells It and Talks About 
the Make-up. 

“The way we came to put on ‘The Comedy of Er- 
rors’ was interesting,” said the veteran Comedian 
W.H. Crane to a World reporter. “I remember 
that we were playing in New York at the Standard 
theater,in 1878,and one afternoon I met Hart 
Jackson on Union square. I was rather surprised 
when he exclaimed on meeting me that he had 
been thinking ofthe performances of Robson and 
myself for some time, and wanted to know why we 
didn’t produce ‘The Comedy of Errors,’ amd play 
the two dromios. & 

“Why, Jackson,’’I responded in as mild and con- 
ciliatory way as I possibly could, ‘‘you will excuse 
me for saying so, but you are a fool! 

“It will perhaps be regarded as natural that Mr. 
Jackson contested the truth of this assertion, and 
when leaving me, reiterated his suggestion, and 
declared that it was filled with interesting possi- 
bliities. Some how or other the idea, which had 
appeared to me at first so absurd. lingered in my 
memory until it notonly lost its absurdity but be- 
came familiar and attractive. Perhaps at the end 
of a week I spoke to Robson about it,and the 
shock produced on him was, if [ may judge from 
his language, even greater than the original shock 
received by myself. 

‘“‘T know, Crane, that you'll forgive me for 
mentioning it, but you are an ass.’ 

“Well, I had the hardihood to conest the state- 
ment and presented so many brilliant arguments 
to Robson’s mind, to induce him to coincide with 
my ideas on the subject, that I managed to argue 
myself out of the condition of uncertainty alto- 
gether, and became exceedingly enthusiastic over 
the prospects of a Shakespearian production of 
this kind: but evidently I didn’t impress Robson, 
for he went off. About two or three weeks after- 


‘wards he sought me out one evening between the 


acts, and said that he had a very novel idea, 

“What is it?” 1 asked. 

“*Let us do “The Comedy of Errors” and you 
and I play the two Dromios.’

Raymond. The first performance was crude to a 
great extent. 

“But it went well and John McCullough, who 
was the manager of the theater at the time, said 
that we had hit on something that ought to make 
ns a great deal of money. My imitation of Rob- 
gon’s accent was, perhaps, not so aceurate as it 
became later on, hut then everything was experi- 
mental and I improved the accent when we pro- 
duced the piece in New York,and the costumes 
were especially made, so that Robson and I looked, 

like brothers. 


| This story 1s told of Daniel Lockwood, congress- | e things 


progress, to think of Robson and to give as good 
an imitation of him as I possibly could. Some one 
suggested to me atone time that I should get 
Robson to imitateme. I did think of it for a time, 
but I didn’t get much past the mere thinking of 
it. Lhad to keep thinking of the three points I 
ea and get as near to all of them as possi- 

e. 

“If I remembered my lines I forgot all about 
Robson’s accent, and if I thought I hada firm 
grasp on Robson’s accent the lines were nowhere 
to befound. The idea of the character which I 


had from reading the play was in the background 
altogether. Finally. however, I got so that I could 
keep all going pretty well. I used to stand at the 
wings and get Robson’s last speech in my ear, and 
then go on the stage repeating the next speech to 
correspond with the key thus struck for me. The 
performance was precisely like striking a tuning 
fork and singing a song. Once startingon the 
accent and rhythm furnished me by his lines ut- 
tered just before his leaving the stage, I got along 
very weN and didn’t strike the common piace and 
conventignal before leaving the stage myself. 

““Wherf we came on east and produced the play 
we went over it thoroughly, andI got my accent 
into shape, but got my shape properly accented so 
as to compare very favorably with Mr. Robson's 
outlines. In fact, we put ourselves into the hands 
of a costumer, and he made our outward measure- 
ments as far as possible to correspond, and when 
he got through with us the correspondence was 
certainly marvelously close. I was by no means 
80 stout then ag I am now, and I had to wear a pad 
80 a8 to bring my girth into a good likeness of Mr. 
Robson’s paunch, while he, on the other hand, was 
compelled to have his legs stuffed, so as to have 
them correspond to the sturdiness that was char- 
acteristic of my limbs even at thattime. I was a 
little taller than he was, soit was arranged that he 
should wear very high-heeled shoes, and that I 
should wear shoes with very low heels. 

‘“‘And so our differences were adjusted through- 
out. My face was longand his was round, so I 
shaded my make-up and cut off the oval into a 
circle, and the faces we presented to the audience 
were almost similar. His head was small. jy 
think he wears a No. 6% hat. Mine is large, and 
tits a hat somewhere over the 7s. By a judicious 
use of grease-paint and the arrangement of the 
wig I got my head as though it were tending to a 
point, and our heads became practically the same 
size so far jas the audience wasjconcerned. As 
our success was good, but not enormous, the sizc 
of both onr heads remained the same during the 
season. After these elaborate preliminary ar- 
rangements we went northward and produced the 
piece herein the east, and did well all along the 
line. . 
“After I had mastered the difficultiies of Rob- 
son’s picturesque accent, the playing of the part 
was, to a great extent, merely mechanical. As I 
had tobring my performance into line with Mr. 
Robson’s I could not play Shakespeare’s Dromio 
except as it was playedthrough Mr. Robson’s in- 
terpretation of the part. In other words, I played 
Mr. Robson’s Dromio and not Shakespeare’s. 


A RENOWNED HERMIT. 


Noted Traveler and Literateur at Homc in 
East Tennessee Mountains. 

A frequent visitor to Johnson City, Tenn., is 

Dr. Felix L. Oswald, the renowned hermit and 


scientist. He is living at present on the top of ; 


Holston mountain, sometwenty miles from this 
city, and ten miles from Elizabethton. He was 
here recently accompanied by a small boy, a rosy 
cheeked, handsome little fellow, who is supposed 
to be an adopted charge of the naturalist who has 
no other companion except two monkeys and a 
box of snakes brought from South America sev- 
eral yearsago. To look at the professor as he 
shambles along on the street, wearing a six dollar 
overcoat, a pair of rough cowhide boots and a 
dirby hat of the crop of ’84, one would not think 
that he possessed one of the most remarkable 
minds of the present day, and that his writings 
find a place in the leading magazines and scien- 
tific publications to the exclusion of almost any- 
thing else of equal value. He comes to this city 
at least twice amonth to get remittances from 
the Century, Scribner’s, Youth’s Companion, 
Popular Science Monthly and Cincinnati En- 
quirer, all of which number him among their reg- 
ular contributors. 

His castle, as he terms it, commands an unin- 

terrupted view of the Wautauga valley for thirty 
miles, and if there is a more picturesque stretc 
of country ory Paty in the world, he has never 
found it, and his travels at different periods have 
covered South America, Africa, Europe, Asia and 
North America. Natureis his fad. Here at an 
elevation of nearly 4,000 feet, with the Wautauga 
valley just below and tothe right and left; the 
Roan, the Simokies and other great mountain 
ranges. to the south and the brood rolling expanse 
of hills and dale backed by the Cumberland range 
to the north, he has a never ending opportunity 
of wooing the subtle goddess in all her moods and 
fancies. He reads a great deal, amuses himself 
with his pets, and when inthe proper frame of 
mind writes an essay on some scientific subject. 
generally selecting natural history and referring 
t notes taken at the time of investigation, 
which may have been ten or even twenty years 
ago. 
“He has led the life of a recluse, doing his own 
cooking and attending to his limited household 
duties for a number of years. Since 1280 he has 
lived in East Tennessee, selecting a mountain top 
away from civilization and the possible intrusion 
of curious neighbors. Four years he lived on the 
summit of the highest peak of the Chilhowee 
range, over looking the Hiwassee water gap, Four 
years more he- dweit ona spur of the Smokies, 
some ten miles south of Montvale springs, but 
changed his habitation soon after being discov- 
ered by an enterprising Knoxville reporter. For 
nearly two years he has sojourned at his present 
breezy abode. He leaves home about once a year 
and takes quite a trip to the Yellow Stone park, 
the woods of Maine or wherever else fancy dic- 
tates so that it is not a city.

Mr. Wilkins was a very poor man. His poverty 
_ was brought on by ill health. But in his great 
distress and penury he was honest and deserving. 

Since the publication of the facts in the case in 
THE CONSTITUTION several days ago, much in- 
terest and sympathy has been aroused for the un- 
fortunate man and his suffering family of little 
ones. 

A GOOD SAMARITAN. 

Among these whose charitabie hearts were 
touched was Mr. John Barclay. 

He visited the Williams’ home on Schofield 
Street last week, and rendered the sick man and 
his family all the succor he could. 

Then Mr. Barclay had an appeal published. To 
this many responses caine, and under his kind 
direction the stricken family was comfortably 
cared for during the last days of the afflicted hus- 
band and father’s life. 

Mr. Barclay was with the sufferer yesterday 
when he died. 

Through Mr. Barclay’s efforts and the gener- 
osity of anumber of charitable citizens, the poor 
man’s family is now provided with many comforts 
which they have not known for a number af 
weeks. 

The funeral will be held to-day. 

A SAD STORY. 

The story of Mr. Wilkins’ sickness and death is 
& peculiarly sad one. 

Being a hard-working man who ate his bread in 
the sweat of his hands, each  day’s 
earnings being just enough ffor' that 
day’s expenses, with none over, when 
he was stricken by disease several weeks ago, his 
body was not only racked with pains and suffer- 
ing, but his father’s heart was wrung at the sight 
of his barefooted, hungry children.

Finally the bailiff came. He came to take away 
the last remnants of furniture. : 

It was MSHailiff Curran, who, acting as

bed of sickness. 

THE BAILIFF COMES. 

When the bailiff made known his errand, Mr. 
Wilkins asked him to show him his authority, 
clinging in desperation to the few things that yet 
remained in the bare rooms. 

Words followed, and then Curran it is alleged 
‘struck Wilkins on the side of the head witha 
heavy hickory stick which he was carrying. 

He then made his levy. Later on the bailiff had 
a — made out against Wilkins for resisting an 
officer. 

This case was dismissed by the recorder, and 
Curran himself was bound over to the city court, 
for assauit and battery. His bond was piaced at 


$300. 

During the latter part of last week, Wilkins be- 
gan to grow worse, and his death was looked for 
at any time; the grand jury made an investi- 
gation and found a true bill against Bailiff 
Curran for assault with intent to murder. 

Curran has never been arrested on this war- 
rant. 

He is missing. The police were ordered to ar- 
rest him yesterday, if he could be tound, but 80 
far he has not been apprehended.

Will she make an exhibit of her magnificent 
resources there to attract the tide of capital 
and immigration to her borders ? 

Or will she ‘stand alone, solitary, the one 
state out of the forty-five that compose this 
great country, unrepresented and unknown at 
what is to be the grandest exposition ever held 
under the sun ? 

If such a thing should happen the people of 
Georgia would sorely feel the humiliation of 
their situation. 

Everything regarding the outline of the 
great show has been completed, and in a short 
time the president’s proclamation will put the 
world on notice. 

Other states have made rich appropriations 
and already applied for space to display their 
resources. ° 

As yet Georgia has done nothing. 

Colonel Chariton H. Way, of Savannah, commis- 
sioner fer the state of Georgia to the world’s fair, 
is now in Atlanta for the purpose of seeing what 
can be done toward having the state creditably 
represented among her sisters in the great world’s 
display in Chicago. 

Under the constitution of the state, the legisla- 
ture is not authorized to make an appropriation 
ge aes such purpose. 

turday Colonel Way held a conference with 
Governor Northen and a number of the members 
of the legislature upon the subject, and tomorrow 
he will continue his efforts to have Georgia repre- 
sented at the fair. 

When he came to Atlanta, immediately returned 
from a session of the world’afair commission at 
Chicago, in which he took a conspicuous 
part, Colonel Way believed the _ legisia- 
ture could and would freely ap- 
propriate a sufficient sum of money to provide 
a creditable exhibit. He had his work outlined 
accordingly, and submitted his ideas to Governor 
Nortben. 

Bat the discovery of the fact that the legisla- 
ture would probably be powerless to make an 
appropriation, somewhat discouraged Colonel 
Way’s original plan, which was for a convention 
composed of dele epates from every county in the 
state to meetin Atlanta in May, and after dis- 
cussing the situation recommend an appropria- 
tion by the legislature. 

Today the matter will 
different —— 

At Colonel Way’s instance Mr. Ryals will intro- 
duce a resolution in the house of representatives 
providing for the appointment of a committee of 
three from the house and two from the senate, 
this committee to confer with Governor Northen 
and devise a way of providing for Georgia's rep- 
resentation at the world’s fair. 

Colonel Way is determined to leave nothing 
og to have the state represented as she ought 


be prosecuted in a 


“It would be exceedingly humiliating,’’ said 
Colonel Way to a CONSTITUTION reporter yester- 
day, “if Georgia should fail to be represented at 
what is certainly going to be the greatest exposi- 
tion of the. kind ever held in this orany othér 
country. 

“Every other state in the union will be repre- 
sented there by exhaustive displays of their re- 
sources. California has ie rege $500,000 al- 
ready, and Wisconsin has voted $250,000, Cali- 
fornia applying for twenty-five acres of space fur 
her display. 

“I have just returned from Chicago, from at- 
tendance on a meeting of the commission there. 
Everything is done and settled now. The build- 
ings have n located, the + accepted, and in 
afshort time the work of erecting them will 
be actually begun. 

“At the Paris exposition there were 50,000 ex- 
hibitors. We will have at Chicago 100,000 or 120,- 
000 exhibitors. It will undoubtedly be the grand- 
est demonstration of the world’s resources ever 
planned or achieved. 

“Georgia is looked to for a representation in 
keeping with the reputation which the state and 
the people of the state enjoy abroad. It would be
